SPEECH OP 

the 

H ox. JESSE D. BRIGHT, 

OF INDIANA, 

On the Resolution Proposed for his Fr pulsion. 
Delivered in the Senate of theUniled Slates. Feb. 
5, IctiU. 

Mr. BRIGHT. If no other Senator wishes 
to "address tiie Senate, I have a few remarks 
to make beforo the vote ia’taken. 

In the personal aspect of this question, it 
would perhaps have been better that I should 
have said weeks ago what I proposo to say to- 
day; hut not anticipating that this subject 
would occupy as much timers it has, or that 
such importance would lie attached to it, I 
was content to leave it with the members of 
the Judiciary Committee. I stated at the 
close of thedebate on Friday last that I might, 
before a finu! vote was taken, offer a few re- 
marks, more in the form of a statement of 
facts than an argument in my own defense. 

I realize the truth of what I believe is gener- 
ally regarded as a maxim, ‘-that no man is a 
wise or safe counselor in his own cause;” hut 
as there are now three Senators present that 
wore not here for severnl days after this sub- 
ject had engaged the attention of the Senato. 

I think it due to them that I should make a 
brief explanation of the facts which form the 
basis of this arraignment. I allude to the 
honorable Senator from Virginia, [Mr. Wil- 
ley,] who has been absent on account of indis- 
position, and the honorabloSenatorsfrom Mis- 
souri lately admitted. 

Further, Mr. President, I wish to make my 
acknowledgments to the members of the com- 
mittee who so unanimously reported against 
the adoption of this resolution, even although 
one of the number [Mr. Foster] lias since, 
given way ufidertheunprecedenfed party pres- 
sure that has been brought to bear upon him. j 
I regret this, sir, as much on his ns on nay own 
account. Tiio reasons ho has a -signed may ho. 
and no doubt are, very satisfactory to hiu.seii; 
but I apprehend they wifi not he so to the 
friends of even-handed justice an where.

that every vote given or opinion expressed by 
me in all time past, not in conformity with 
the peculiar vietes of those who are mv accus 
ers and prosecutors, was to be brought against 
,me as a crime, I might with the greatest pro- 
priety have asked for counsel ; but conscious 
that I have not said, done, written, or voted : 
anything inconsistent with the prerogatives ' 
of an American Senator. I did not ask it, and 
I do not regret not having done so. 

I shall not attempt to shield myself from 
the partisan blows leveled at me with such , 
fury, by interposing legal forms and techni- 
calities. Let the light of day he puiired in i 
upon every- act of my political life proper t" • 
he inquired into in this connection, and, as 1 
said 'on a former occasion, I repeat now, I 
challenge investigation. 

I have lmd hitherto no reason to doubt that 
my political action was approved by tho peo- 
plo of Indiana, for thrice has she honored me 
by election to this body, and on each occasion j 
with a unanimity among my political friends, ( 
and by majorities, of which any man might 
well feci proud. Nay, more, sir; the Jour- 
nals of this body, during my long service here, 
cont&in the evidence that I have shared large- 
ly in the confidence of its members and the 
flbnorsthey havebadtoconfer. I do not refer to ( 
these facts in a spirit of egotism, hut as afford- i 
ing the most pointed answer that can be given | 
to such Senators ns have questioned my ante- j 
cedents, and sought to prejudice me in tho os- !

It becomes important at the threshold of 
this inquiry to ascertain who Thomas B. Lin- 
coln is; whether lie is “a gentleman of the 
first respectability, and reliable in every res- j 
pect," (in the language of the introduction,) ; 
or is he a man of doubtful character? Would ! 
his past life prove him to be an honest or a I 
dishonest man ? Is he or was he a loyal or j 
disloyal citizen at the date of my letter, and | 
upon what do I or did I base my opinions? I 
These I deem important inquiries, to be an- 
swered before I go further, for in giving such 
an indorsement as I gave to Mr. Lincoln, I 
am responsible for the truth of what I said. 

My acquaintance with Mr. Lincoln com- 
menced atioig. the year 1 837. He removed 
from the city of Philadelphia to Madison, In- 
diana, where I then resided, and was practic- 
ing my profession. Mr. Lincoln was both a 
wholesale and retail merchant, and did a very 
extensive business. During his residence at 
the place last mentioned, which was between 
threo and four years, I generally attend- 
ed to his legal business. On winding up liis 
mercantile affairs, which I think was in 1841 
or 1842, he removed to Texas, leaving with 
mo the collection of a large amount of out- 
standing debts. I think it was not until 1861 
or 1862 that I lmd a final settlement with Mr. 
Lincoln, which resulted in my purchasing 
from him a considerable amount of real estate, 
and tiiero being a defect in tho titles. I was 
kept in occasional correspondence with him 
up to 1864 or 1855. About this time Mr. 
Lincoln connected himself with what was ! 
known as the Texas land grant, and formed 
one of many of a largo company that tain- ! 
ccived the idea of making a railroad to the 
Pacific coast. About this time Congress had ! 
under consideration the same subject. This 1 
brought Mr. Lincoln to W ashington each ses 
sion thereafter ns regularly ns Congress met. 
It so happened that I was one of a special 
committee of nine raised in tho Senate on the 
occasion to consider and report upon some 
plan or route of railroud to the Pacific. This I 
again brought me in communication with ! 
Mr. Lincoln. Seldom a week passed that he 
did not visit me at my house. 1 was always i 
glad to see him, and whenever and wherever ; 
we met, I recognized and treated him as a ; 
friend and a gentleman. I may here add j 
that Thomas B. Lincoln is well and favorably ; 
known in his native city of Philadelphia, and 
in the community in which I live. Ha is ] 
known to many of tho citizens of Washing- 
ton, and very well known to all those Sena- I 
tors and Representatives who took an active 
part in the great enterprise I have mention- 
ed. I never heard aught alleged against his 
honesty, integrity, or loyalty until I heard j 
of his arrest in the city of Cincinnati, in July 
or August last, on suspicion — mere suspicion — 
of being in complicity with the Southern re- 
bellion. There were found in his possession, j 
among his papers, two letters written by me; j 
and if ho had had hi? business budget t-ith

could not. nor would he, vote for a resolution I 
of implied censure.

BANKS. 

Mr. FINKELL— Banks— Had leave to 
report a bill concerning the banks of issue in 
Kentucky. 

Ordered to be printed, and made the spcciul 
order for to-morrow at 11 o'clock, A. M. 

The hill reads as follows : 

Whereas, The Banks of issuu of Ken- 
tucky have, through their representatives as- 
sembled at the Capital, at the solicitation of 
tho joint Committee on Banks, consented to 
loan to the citizens of tho Stato tho sum of 
one million of dollars, in sums of not exceeding 
one thousand dollars, the loans and calls to be 
governed hv the provisions of the loth and 
21st sections of an act, entitled “An act to 
amend the charters of the Banks of Ken- 
tucky," approved March 8, 1843; now, there- 
fore, 

$ 1. Beit enacted by the General Assembly 
of the Commonwealth <f Kentucky, That it 
shall be the duty of the Banks of issue of the 
Stato of Kentucky, within three months from 
the passage of this act, to loan to the citizens 
of each of the ten Congressional District* of 
this Commonwealth, upon new accommoda- 
tions, in sinus of not more than one thousand 
dollars to each individual applicant or firm, 
to he repaid in calls of not more than ten per 
cent, upon the original amount loaned for the 
two first one hundred and twenty days tin 
said loan shall run, and not morethan twenty 
percent, for each one hundred and twenty 
days it may afterwards run, an amount of not 
less than one hundred thousand dollars to 
e-ich Congressional District, as said Districts 
are now fixed by law: Provided, That if there 
should not be suitable and satisfactory appli- 
cations for the amount to which any district | 
may be entitled, on or before tho first day of 
Julie next, then said Banks may lend in larger 
sums than one thousand dollars: Provided [ 
further. That if said Banks shall not have 
loaned the amount stipulated within the time I 
stated, for want of proper and satisfactory ap- j 
plications therefor, then the said Banks shall j 
continue the offering of such loans, upon the 
terms stated, for and during the year 1862, 
unless the full amount shall have been sooner j 
taken. 

i 2. It >hall be the duty of said banks, in 
making the loans herein provided for, to di- 
vide the sum going to each Congressional j 
District among the several counties compos- 
ing such district, in proportion to the number 
of voters in each county respectively, as near 
as may be : Provided, That if there be not 
good and satisfactory applications from any j 
county for the full amount to which said 
county may he entitled within ninety dnv« 
from the passngo of this net, then the said 
banks may lend the remainder of the share of | 
such county to the citizens of other counties 
of the same district. 

j! 3. That the banks of issue of Kentucky 
shall be, and they are hereby, released from 
all penalties and forfeitures denounced by 
law, and by their charters respectively, for 1 
failing to pay their liabilities in gold and sil- 
ver on demand; and it shall be lawful for 
said banks to pay, satisfy, and discharge their 
several liabilities in the demand notes or other 
demand issues of the treasury of the United 
States : Provided, That this section (third) 
shall remain in force for and during the term 
of three years from and after its passage. 

\ 4. This act shall take effect from is pas- 
sage.

Commonwealth, for the recovery of excess of 
interest theretofore paid for the loan or for- 
bearance of money, or other things by the 
borrower against the loaner or forbearer, or ! 
the assignee of either, unless the same shall 
have been instituted within one year after the j 
payment of such excess of interest; and this i 
limitation shall apply to all payments made j 
on all demands, whether evidenced by writing 
or existing on parol.] 

The question recurring on the passage of 
the bill, 

Mr. WOLFE demanded the yeas and nays, 
resulting — yeas 38, nays 34. 

So the bill passed. 

COMMUNICATION. 

The SPEAKER laid before the House a 
communication from Jas. W. Tate, Esq., 
Treasurer of the Institution for the Education 
and Training of Feeble Minded Children, 
asking permission to make a report explain- 
ing some statements in the report of a Select 
Committeo upon tho subject of that institu- 
tion. Permission granted. 

RECONSIDERATION. 

Mr. BURNAM moved to reconsider the 
vote by which was passed the bill to amend 
the law of limitation in actions for usury, 
and moved to lay that resolution on tho tabic. 1 
The motion prevailed. 

RESOLUTION. 

Mr. B. R. YOUNG moved tho following i 
resolution, which lies over one day. 



Pesolved by the General Assembly of the J 
Commonwealth of Kentucky , That tho Com- 
mittee of the Penitentiary be instructed and 
directed to advertise tho Estate prison to be 
leased for four years, from the first day of 
March, 1863, to the highest bidder. These J 
advertisements to be placed in two daily pa- 
pers in Louisville, one in Lexington, and one 
in Frankfort, for one week, and this Legisla- 
ture will give the contract to any responsible 
bidder who offers the highest price, and that 
the Committee arc authorized to draw upon 
the Treasurer for the cost of said advertise- 
ments. 

LEAVE OF ABSENCE 

Was granted to Mr. IRELAND, after to- 
morrow. 

ORDERS OF THE DAY. ' 

A hill to punish certain trespassers in Jef- 
ferson and other counties. 

Mr. JACOB moved an amendment, which 
was adopted, and the bill and amendment 
was referred to the Committee on Revised 
Statutes. 

A Sonato bill to amend elnip. 15, Revised 
Statutes, title “Citizens, Expatriation, and 

Aliens.” 

Mr. BURNAM movoiLto amend by mak- 
ing the bill take effect from its passage; the 
bill provides that thirty days shall elapse be- 
fore the bill takes effect. 

Mr. RANKIN spoke in favor of the adop- 1 
tion of the amendment and the general pro- 
visions of the bill. 

Mr. UNDERWOOD advised some delay 
in the passage of this hill; there was, to his 
mind, grave constitutional questions involved 
in its provisions, and if the bill was urged, j 
then, he feared, he would have to part com- 
pany with his friends and vote no. 

After further discussion the bill and amend- 
ment was referred to the Committee on Judi- 
ciary. 

The Senate hills in the orders of the day 
were taken up. and distributed to appropriate 
committees. 

A resolution from the Senate in relation to 
the adjournment of the General Assembly. 
Made the special order for to-morrow at 11 
o’clock, A. M. 

Senate resolutions in relation to National 
Affairs. Concurred in. 

The resolutions reads as follows: 

Kcsolved by the General Assembly of the 
Commonwealth of Kentucky. That Kentucky, 
standing almost in the geographical center of j 
tbiSfgicat Confederacy, and cherishing alike ) 
toward her sister States, both North and South, 
the most cordial and fraternal relations, en- 
deavored by her earnest entreaties to allay 
the sectional jealousies and animosities which \ 
so unhappily disturbed the peace of the coun- 
try, and thus by peaceful means preserve the 
integrity of the Union; failing, however, in 
this patriotic purpose, she has taken tip arms, 
not to destroy, but to maintain inviolate the . 
national constitution with the just rights of all I 
the States unimpaired, imperilled as each has j 
been by the sectional hate, discord, and strife, j 
which ba=e and selfish men have so wickedly , 
and persistently engendered ; the restoration; 
of the national government to its former 
unity, grandeur, and power, more especially j 
to its sublime mission of preserving to the 
people the enjoyment of life, liberty, nnd 
property. Such has been, and still is the pur- ! 
pose of Kentucky; such she trusts is the pa- 
triotic purposeof the brave men who from every 
loyal State have, with such signal unanimity, 
gathered to the defense of thoir threatened 
liberties; such she hopes and believes is the 
secret hut earnest prayer of a large body of 
loyal, oppressed, and down-trodden men in 
the insurrectionary States. 

Resolved, That it is the deliberate opinion 
of Kentucky that the only hope for the res- 
toration of the National Union, is upon that 
great charterof our freedom, the Constitution 
of the United States. It cannot be accom- 
plished in any other mode. The ordinal 
State organizations, with all their just rights 
and powers under tho federal constitution must 
be preserved. Hence, Kentucky deplores and 
condemns, in this great struggle for constitu- 
tional liberty, nil attempts to abolish or altqr, 
in the least respect, the relative positioq of 
nnv of the States toward each other, or the 
Federal Government; nnd especially does sho 
condemn, in unqualified terms, any efl'ort to 
reduce any of the States to a colonial or terri- 
torial condition. 

Therefore be it further resolved. That our 
Senators nnd Representatives in Congress be 
requested to use all their power and influence 
to defeat all measures which may be presented 
to that body to destroy any of the States, or 
to deprive them of any of their just powers or 
rights under the established form of the na- 1 
tional government. 

Senate resolutions in relation to the con- 
struction of a railroad. [This resolution 
pledges to the Federal government the right 
of way through Kentucky, for the building of 
the proposed road.] 

Tlie bill involving the expenditure of a 
sufficient amount of money to purchase tlie 
right of way, the yeas and nays were called, j 
as required by the Constitution, resulting,; 
yeas 64, nays 9. 

So the resolution was concurred in. 

RECONSIDERATION. 

Mr. TURNER had entered a motion to re- 
consider tlie vote by which was rejected, a 
bill to regulate the compensation of grand and 
petit jurors. 

And then the House adjourned. 

Rebel Wounded to be Brought to 
Louisville. — Mrs. Dr. McClelland writes t 
from Paducah to Dr. Bell that General Sher- 
man has placed two boat loads of the wound- 
ed of Fort Donolson under the charge of her- 
self and companions. After consultation with 
Dr. Murray, the medical director, Dr. Bell 
has telegraphed Mrs. McClelland as to the j 
disposition to be made of them. He has made 
arrangements for admitting one hundred of 
them into general hospital No. 5, where the 
order of General llalleck, that loyal and dis- 
loyal wounded shall be treated exactly alike, 1 
will be faithfully obeyed. — Lou. Journal.

TELEGRAPHIC. 

Kansas City, Feb. C6. 

A skirmish occurred at Independence on i 
the 18th between a detachment of Ohio caval- j 
ry and a build of rebels headed by Parker. 
The latter were routed with a loss of threo j 
killed, several wounded, and several taken 
prisoners. A quantity of arms were also ; 
captured. The Federal loss was one killed 
and threo wounded. 

The Saute Fe mail with dates to tho 10th 
inst. has arrived. 

Sibley's proclamation diu not have the de- 1 
sired effect. Instead of rallying men to his j 
standard, it has strengthened the Union army I 
by at least two regiments, and placed nearly j 
all the citizens under arms. Great enthusi- 
asm prevails in the counties of Bernadillo, 
Yenicia, and Socarro. In the upper coun- 
ties the militia has {timed out in large num- j 
bers. 

Advices from Fort Craig are to the 7th j 
inst. The Texans under Sibley were at Fort 
Theonn, fifty miles from Fort Craig, advanc- 
ing on the latter place. Their supplies were 
scarce, their transportation poor, lmd their 
only alternative was l* fight or starve to 
death. Our forces are anxious for a battle, 
have every advantage, and arc confident of 
success, provided there be no treachery. 

A grand pontifical mass meeting was held 
in all the churches in the Territory on the 
10th to pray for the souls of catholics killed ! 
in battle.

Cairo, Feb. 26. 

Cairo is quiet to-day and nothing of inter- 
est has transpired. All military news is kept 
profoundly secret, and, under Secretary Stan- 
ton's orders, cannot be telegraphed. 

The mortar fleet is finished, and tho me- 
chanics leave for Chicago to-night. The gun- 
boats are lying in the stream. Wounded 
soldier- are continually passing through here 
on their way home. 

The Ohio is rapidly rising, nnd is nearly 
choked nppvith driftwood.

Nothing has transpired in reference to Col- 
umbus. Reports from rebel sources repre- 
sent that a stand will be made at Columbus, 
Randolph, and Memphis, Tennessee. 

Forces are concentrating at Memphis, nnd 
the streets are barricaded with cotton bales. 
The reports of the pacification of Tennessee 
arc denied. Late Memphis papers contain a 
savage war message from Gov. Harris.

Passage of the Amendment to the Apportion - ! 

ment Bill. 

The amendment to the Congressional ap- 
portionment bill passed both bouses, giving 
one additional member each to Vermont, ! 
Rhode Island, Pennsylvania, Ohio, Illinois, 
Iowa, Minnesota, and Kentucky. 

The Treasury Kate Law. 

The Treasury Note bill, as finally passed, 
provides for the issue of one hundred and fifty 
millions in notes, fifty millions in lieu of the 
demand notes issued in July, and to be sub- 
stituted for them as fast as practicable, to be 
receivable for all debts due to and from the 
United States, except duties on imports, 
which shall be paid in coin or in notes, payable 
on demand notes heretofore authorized; inter- 
est upon bonds and notes shall be paid in coin. 
The notes are to bo lawful money and legal 
tender for all purposes except as above. 

Depositors of notes to the amount of not j 
less than fifty dollars are to receive, in ex- 1 
change, bonds bearing six per cent, interest, 
redeemable after live years, and payable after j 
twenty years. Five hundred millions of such j 
bonds may be issued by the Secretary of the 
Treasury, and sold at market value, for coin j 
or Treasury notes. 

The receipts for imports are set apart as a j 
special fund for the payment in coin of the 
interest of the purchase; one per cent, of the I 
principal residue i* to be paid into the Treas- 
ury. The other provisions are formal.

Whereas, Tho following resolutions, viz 
Whereas, Kentucky has been invaded by 
the forces of the so-called Confederate States, 
nnd the commanders of tho forces so invading 
the State have insolently prescribed the con- 
ditions upon which they will withdraw, thus 
insulting the dignity of the State by demand- 
ing terniB to which Kentucky cannot listen 
without dishonor; therefore, 

1. Be it resolved by the General Assembly 
of the Commonwealth of Kentucky, That the 
invaders must be expelled ; inasmuch as there 
are now in Kentucky Federal troops assem- 
bled for tho purpose of preserving the tran- 
quility of the State, and of defending and pro- 
tecting the people of Kentucky in the peaceful 
enjoyment of their lives and property, it is — 
'2 . Further resolved , That General Robert 
Anderson, a native Kentuckian, who has been 
appointed to the command of the Department 
of Cumberland, bo requested to take instant 
command, with authority and power from 
this Commonwealth to call out a volunteer 
force in Kentucky for the purpose of repelling 
the invaders from our soil. 

3. Resolved, That in using the means which 
duty and honor require shall bo used to expel

Resolutions providing for the peace and quiet of 
the citizens of this Commonwealth. 

"Whereas, The people of Kentucky have, 
from the beginning, ardently desired and still 
cherish the hope thatthey may not be involv- 
ed in the ur.natnral, prevailing civil strife 
that Kentucky is now, as she ever has been, 
willing, and ready to interpose her friendily 
mediation in adjusting terms of peace and re- 
conciliation alike honorable nnd just to all; 
but ns her wishes to mediate and restore har-

WnKRJAb, the following Act, to-wit: 

An act to raise volunteer forces to repel the inva- 
sion of the State , ana for other purposes. 

§ 1 . Be it enacted by the General Assanbfyo f the 
Camnwnwealth of Kentucky, That as the soil of 
the State of Kentucky has been invaded by 
armed forces, acting under the authority of the 
so-called Confederate States ; therefore, for the 
purpose of repelling said invasion, the Governor 
of the State of Kentucky is hereby directed to 
issue his proclamation forthwith, calling out not 
less than forty thousand soldiers, residents and 
citizens of Kentucky, between the ages of eigh- 
teen and forty-five years, to be mustered into the 
service of this Commonwealth for any term of 
service not less than twelve months nor more 
than three years, from the time they were mus- 
tered into service, unless sooner discharged. 

§ 2. That the Governor be, and he is hereby, 
authorized, in order to raise said force, to accept 
of the services of any volunteer companies who 
shall, within three months from the date of his 
proclamation, tender their services ; and he shall 
commission for that purpose all officers duly elect- 
ed by the companies aforesaid, necessary and 
proper for the command of such volunteers. 

$ 3. That all volunteer officers, non-commis- 
sioned officers, musicians, and privates, whose 
service may be tendered and accepted under the 
provisions of this act, shall be mustered into ser- 
vice at such places of rendezvous in the Con- 
gressional District in w hich they volunteer as the 
General in the field shall appoint by his orders; 
and when so mustered into service, shall be then 
and there entitled to receive in advance one 
months pay, to be taken and considered as part 
of their pay. f 

$ 4. That the forces to be raised and organ- 
ized, as provided lor by this act, shall, when 
mustered into service, be under the command of 
the General commanding, the State forces in the 
field. 

§ 5. That the Governor be also authorized to 
accept the services of fifteen hundred men, in ad- 
dition to the forty thousand men provided for by 
this act, one thousand to be used as sharp shoot- 
ers and scouts, and five hundred to be used as 
horsemen and scouts, they furnishing their own 
horses : Provided , That no person shall be ac- 
cepted in this arm of the service unless his skill 
and capacity have been tested by the General in 
command, or such officer as he may detail for 
that purpose : And provided also, That such per- 
sons shall receive five dollars per month of extra 
pay 

$ 6. That each horseman, for the services of his 
horse, shall receive five dollars per month, and 
in case his horse is killed by the enemy, he shall 
be paid the value of the horse, not exceeding one 
hundred and fifty dollars. 

§ 7. That the commander in the field may or- 
ganize individuals who tender themselves into 
companies, and such companies as may tender 
themselves into squadrons, battalions, and regi- 
ments, and permit them to elect their officers, 
who shall, when so elected, be commissioned by 
the Governor on the certificate of the General 
commanding. 

§ 8. That the Governor is authorized to ac- 
cept the services of squadrons, battalions, and 
regiments, when tendered as such, and commis- 
sion the officers elected by the squadrons, bat- 
talions, and regiments so organized ; the election 
of officers by any company, battalion, squadron, 
or regiment shall be superintended arift conduct- 
ed by any justice of the peace, or judge of the 
county court, w r ho may be called on for that 
purpose ; and such justice or judge shall certify 
to the Military Board the names of the officers 
elected, and for what office each is elected, and 
thereupon said Board, if they approve the pro- 
ceedings, shall certify to the Governor the names 
of the officers elected, and what office they have 
been respectively elected to fill, who shall issue 
commissions in conformity to such certificate. 

§ 9. That the commanding General shall be 
entitled to appoint and employ such staff officers, 
nnd with such rank, as the Inspector General is 
empowered to appoint by the 14th section of the 
3d article of the act, entitled “An act for the 
better organization of the Kentucky militia,” ap- 
proved March 5, 1860 ; and he shall have the au- 
thority conferred on said Inspector General 
by the 10th, 11th, and 12th sections of said ar- 
ticle of said act. 

§ 10. The troops raised under this act shall be 
organized into squadrons, battalions, regiments, 
brigades, and divisions, and have the same num- 
ber of officers for each squadron, battalion, regi- 
ment, brigade, and division, as are allowed in 
the army of the United States, and shall receive 
the samo pay and rations as are allowed the troops 
of the United States of the same rank and grade. 
When brigades and divisions are formed out of 
the troops so raised, they shall be officered accord- 
ing to existing laws.

of rendering accounts by the use of the Dispatch 
Machine, constituted of Apron Movement, Reel, and 
Cutter stamp. 1 claim in tho broadest and fullest 
sense; and also the machine itself, embracing all its 
forms and modes of operating, as indicated in de- 
scribing ; t, either as a simple hand instrument, oi as 
propelled by machinery. And in connection with 
these specific claims, and based upon them, 1 also 
claim all other moans and appliancos substantially 
the same as those herein claimed or intended to bo 
claimed. With these claims fully acknowledged nnd 
protected as above, this invention has already spread 
itself over Canada, eighteen States of the American 
Union, and into Great Britain, and is now used in 
more than three hundred Newspaper Offices. Its im- 
mense valuo to banking and similar institutions will 
be shown in a circular which will make its appear- 
ance soon.
